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ABSTRACT 

This document is a study conducted in 1971 involving 
five study council groups and 55 school districts in Pennsylvania. A 
survey was made to obtain data concerning the compensation of 
professional personnel for extra-curricular duties. The survey was 
concerned with three questions: a) frequency distribution, b) all 
salaries by position, and c) high salary paid and by district. 
Results in the boys' athletic section showed 1,59 3 coaches earning a 
mean compensation of $532, In the final section on non-athletic 
activities, compensation for advising or directing activities, 
directors of instrumental music (primarily band directors) and 
yearbook advisors were the highest paid, with mean compensations of 
$585 and $434 respectively. (MJM) 
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INTRODUCTION 



Despite increased interest in the matter of professional compensation 
in education, relatively little attention has been focused on the extra pay 
awarded to professionals for services in extra-curricular activities. Accord- 
ingly , a survey of the practices relating to compensation of professional per- 
sonnel for extra duty was made in the school districts which were members of 
the five school study councils sponsored by the University of Pennsylvania. 

It is hoped that this survey will help to provide information to school dir- 
ectors and administrators for the development of policies and plans for deal- 
ing with this important area of the personnel function. 

In 1968- 69, a survey of extra duty pay was made by the S tudy Council 
Office, containing much useful information. Iu the spring of 1971, the super- 
intendents of Sfeudy- Council G roup B recommended that a similar study be under- 
taken to provide up-to-date data in this matter. Subsequently, all five 
council groups agreed to participate. Fifty-five school districts, listed on 
the next page, provided data for the survey. 

I would like to acknowledge the assistance of Dr. Matthew J. Pillard, 
Executive Director of the Center for Study Councils, whose advice and encour- 
agement made this survey possible. I would also like to thank the following 
for their input in the design of the questionnaire: Dr. Dale Tyson, Superin-

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PART I 

AN OVERVIEW OF COMPENSATION FOR EXTRA DOTY 
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One does not have to look very carefully at the tables in this document 
to confirm the commonly-held notion that a vide range of practices exists 
with regard to the payment of professional personnel for extra duty. Consider 
the fact that in the year 1971-72 the starting salaries for teachers in the 
districts comprising the Study Councils range from $6400 to $8100, with the 
majority between $7000 and $7400; compare this with the ranges of compensation 
for selected head coaches of boys* athletics, as indicated below: 

Football- $715 - $2178 

Baseball- $365 - $1050 

Basketball- $630 - $1485 

While the percentage difference in teachers' starting salaries from the bottom 
to the top of the range is 26.6%, that of varsity football coaches is 204.6%, 
varsity baseball coaches 187.7%, and varsity basketball coaches 135.7%. 

Comparison of other data relative to both teachers' salaries and extra- 
duty pay shows that base salaries have not increased over the last three years 
as rapidly as have extra payments. Median salaries of teachers and of selected 
coaches are shown below.

There is some indication that extra-duty pay is likely to increase as the 
impact of Act #195 becomes more pervasive in Pennsylvania. The major thrust of 
most teachers' organisations has been in the direction of higher salaries. 
Coupled with this brand has been the movement toward greater parity among 
districts in a given geographic area. The wide variation in extra-duty pay 
schedules may well receive special attention in future bargaining. 

The situation in education regarding what is essentially overtime pay 
presents a contrast to that in industry. Workers in industry receive time- 
and-e-half , double time, even triple time for work performed in addition to 
their basic Jobs, while some analysis of extra-duty pay for teachers shows 
that, if anything, the pay is less. For example, if a teacher is paid $32.00 
for an eight-hour day, his hourly rate is $4.00. Head varsity wrestling coaches 
in this survey received a mean yearly compensation of $809 for an average of 



241 hours beyond the school day, yielding an hourly rate of $3.36. Head 
coaches of girls' varsity lacrosse received a mean compensation of $481 per 
year for an average of 141 hours beyond the school day, or $3.41 per hour. 
When the salaries of assistants are considered, the rate Is even lover. 



A detailed analysis of compensation to boys' varsity vrestllng coaches and 
to girls' varsity lacrosse coaches Is given below. Boys' vrestllng and girls' 
lacrosse were selected for analysis because payment for head coaches In these 
sports Is neither the highest nor the lowest for majot varsity sports.

If these figures are typical, It Is apparent that while the mean number of 
students Involved In the programs Is approximately the same, the amount of time 
and money which school districts devote to boys' athletics Is greater than for 
girls' athletics. Questionnaire responses Indicate that most districts have a 
far more comprehensive schedule of extra pay for boys' 1 athletics as well. Some 
districts have as many as tv&lve varsity Interscholastic sports for boys and 
six for girls, while others have only two or three for boys and Intramural sports 
for girls. Additionally, senior high school programs are Invariably more elab- 
orate that junior h|tgh programs. In both athletics and non-athletlc activities. 

The survey Included 2,081 coaches, not counting those for Intramurals and 
for sports represented In a few districts and lumped under "Other." These 2,081 
earn a mean compensation of $492 per year. It Is understood that the number of 
Individuals Involved In the sports prdgrams Is less that 2,081. For Instance, 

If one person coaches both football and basketball, he Is counted under both 
categories. 



Perhaps central to the purpose of the survey is the lnformatloa gleaned 
from Part I of the questionnaire. Part I asked the reporting district to in- 
dicate how they decided on the amount of extra reimbursement . Comparison with 
the results of a similar questionnaire in 1968-69 shows the following points 
of special interest: 

1) An increase has occurred in the number of districts using a 
point system or unit system to determine the amount of extra 
pay, from 22 of 54 in 1968-69 to 33 of 55 in 1971-72. 

2) A wider diversity of personnel has become Involved in the 

negotiations concerning the schedule. For Instance, the 
number of districts reporting that principals are Involved in 
negotiations rose from 9 to 31, assistant superintendents from 
6 to 23, directors of athletics from 5 to 33. 

3) For the first time, the participation of teachers' unions and 
professional negotiators was noted. Although only two unions 
and two negotiators were reported, it appears that future 
negotiations will lndlude both agents more frequently.

In the districts reporting, there were 1,593 coaches Involved In boys' 
athletics, earning a mean compensation of $532. Thess figures Include the 
following: 

- 449 varsity heed coaches, mean compensation $693; 

- 467 varsity assistants and junior varsity coaches, mean 

compensation $580; 

• 332 junior high haad coaches, mean compensation $462; and 

■ 345 junior high assistants, mean coapsnsatlon $324. 

Throughout Parts II and III, senior high assistants Include junior varsity 
coaches .
